A Few 
Facts andFigures of the 
CATTLE TRADE. 


Live stock exported per annum 
from Ireland to Great Britain—an 
average taken over 22 years—show 
Cattle, 839,709; Sheep, 303,281; 
Lambs, 332,846; Pigs, 260,572. 

The value of live stock’ exported 
has, in some years, gone as high as 
£35,000,000. 

Through mortality in  rough- 
weather transit, shrinkage in weight 
and loss of quality alone it is esti- 
mated that between £400,000 and 
£800,000 is lost to Ireland annually. 
In the casé of cattle as much as 30lbs. 
per beast is a common depreciation. 
‘A useful comparison may be made 
with the ‘‘Scotch Dead Fresh Meat’’ 
Trade, a large percentage of which is 
produced from Irish Live Stock. A 
ready market for this meat has been 
found in Léndon. The growth of 
this trade has been very satisfactory 
in volume and profit to all concerned 
—-for many industries have arisen in 
connection with the by-products in 
Scotland. The Fresh Meat Factory 
at Drogheda hopes to do something 
similar for Irish industries. 


Resolution of Co. Meath 
FARMERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


“That we, the County Meath Association

Resolution passed unanimously 
by Corporation of Drogheda 


At a meeting of the Municipal 
Council of tlre Borough of Drogheda, 
held in the Court House, at 8 p.m. on 
Tuesday, the 5th day of October, 
1926, it was proposed by His 
Worship the Mayor (Councillor L. J. 
Eleock), seconded by Alderman N. 
Murdock, and resolved unani- 
mously :—

No single industry is of such importance to the Prosperity of Ireland as her Cattle Trade. Nature has 
endowed her with this great means to fashion a sound Corner Stone of Wealth, and a foundation upon which many 


other industries should normally arise. 


Full credit is due to al] who are striving to develop our Cattle Trade. The Government has taken steps to 
eliminate inferior breeding animals, and has incréased considerably the number of Pedigree bulls and boars. The 
Royal Dublin Society, through its Shows, has demonstrated what can be done,and offers every inducement and en- 
couragement to Irish farmers to raise their live stock to a high standard, This is all splendid work for Ireland. 


It is now time to stop the great economic waste that exists through the loss to Ireland of the by-products of 
this great Live Stock Industry and ‘the employment associated with their handling. It is the time also to eliminate the 
loss arising trom the reduction in weight and quality brought about by shipping live cattle to England. 


With these aims in view, it has been arranged to re-establish the Fresh Meat industry on Irish soil, and to ship 
its products direct to the British Markets. Those interested have secured magnificent premises and plant at 
Drogheda. These premises have been bought at a figure which makes it possible to run the factory on a commer- 


cially sound basis. ‘ 


The policy of the new Company will be to co-operate with Cattle Dealers and Farmers, and not to act inde- 
pendently of them. Cattle will be purchased for Spot Cash on the weighbridge before they lose weight or condition ; 
and being slaughtered in the primest condition at Drogheda, the Fresh Dead Meat will be shipped direct to the cross- 
Channel markets, This, too, is a definite insurance for Farmers and Cattle Dealers against loss in the event of foot « 
and mouth disease breaking out—when, of course, Live Stock would be excluded, but Dead Meat would be admitted. 
Therefore, instead of exporting Live Stock to Great Britain, and in return importing leather, tallow, dripping, lard, 
glue, wool, suet, fertilisers, chicken foods, combs, beads, etc., Ireland through this factory will export Fresh Meat in 
perfect condition and conserve the by-products without which the ancillary industries can never be developed in this 
country. All the wages for handling those by-products will thus be paid to Irish Labour instead of to cross- 
Channel workers ; the materials will then be available as Raw material for many Irish industries, and this at prices 


probably below the level at which they can beimported. 


Further, this will be accomplished without any disturbance of markets, and without the risk of having to 
seek fresh markets for Irish Meat. It is the method of distribution alone that is changed, and changed to 
Ireland’s great advantage. That this is appreciated is shown by the Resolutions of the Drogheda Corporation and of 
the County Meath Farmers’ Association. In addition, support fur Irish Fresh Meat Ltd., has already been promised in the 
various important British markets. ‘This support has been forthcoming to an even greater extent than could have 
been anticipated, and there is every reason to believe Irish Fresh Meat will be very favourably received in all 


the cross-Channel markets. 

The Drogheda Factory is acknowledged by authorities to be one of the finest of its kind in the world, and 
the equipment in all branches to be thoroughly up-to-date. It is situate in the centre of the best grazing lands in 
Europe, richly endowed by nature to produce. the World’s Finest Beef. The transport facilities leave nothing to be . 
desired, for the Company 's own boats come alongside the Factory and in the shortest time can be loaded and leave for 
the various markets, | 

Prosperity and Wealth to the Nation, and especially to the cattle raisers, farmers, and others, has without 
exception followed the development and efficient management of these factories in other countries. The present under- 
taking at Drogheda is fortunate in having highly efficient and experienced management in charge of the various 
departments, and the success in other countries must follow in Ireland too,

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., prosecuting, said that 
an adjudged bankrupt, according to the law, 
was bound to disclose his property to the 
Official Assignee. Weymes, said counsel, was 
one of those men who a few years ago 
suddenly rose to a position of transient 
prosperity in the town of Mullingar—during 
the war period. It was widely known that 
he had taken part in many enterprises, and 
when the war came to an end he, like many 
others, parted with prasperity. On the 27th 
July, 1923, he was adjudged a bankrupt, and 
was largely indebted to the banks.  .His 
Rubber Trust shares were held by the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, and the Nigerian shares 
were in the hands of the Royal Bank.

NEWPORT, Thursday. 

At the third British Electro-Farming Con- 
ference, held in the Royal Agricultural 
Society’s sa“ “he here to-day, Mr. Beau- 
champ, M-1.E.E., said that they did not, pre- 
tend to offer electric power as a complete 
solution for the difficulties of the farmer. 
What they desired was co-operation between 
engineers and farmers for their mutual bene- 
fit.

POSTMISTRESS ACOUITTED. 


HUSBAND'S GUILT IN STAMP 
FRAUD. 


_Mary Connolly, postmistress, Dingle, Co. 
Kerry, was acquitted of the charge made 
against her of embezzling a quantity of stamps 
and a sum of money, the property of the 
Post Office Department. Denis Connolly, her 
husband, who pleaded guilty of a similar 
offence, was put. back. 

Mr, Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C., prosecuted. Mr. McGuckin (instructed 
by Mr. F. C. Downing) defended. 

Evidence was given by Mr..John Ryan, 
postmaster, Tralee, that he had received 
from Dingle in the Tralee Post Office two 
parcels and twelve wrappers, the stamps on 
which had been previously used. In March 
last, accompanied by a Post Office official, 
he owe the mail bags at the Tralee Station 
which were going to Dingle. ‘lhe stamps on 
the parcels were initialled and the bags 
sealed. Both of them then motored to Dingle, 
and they saw two of these parcels without 
any stamps. ‘The accused woman had been 
appointed postmistress in 1920, and her salary 
was £431 13s. 6d., including bonus. She had 
been 23 years in the Post Office service. 

Cross-examined, Mr. Ryan said that the 
accused woman's husband had been a 
sergeant of -the Royal Irish Constabulary. 
Dingle was one of the best conducted oe 
offices that he knew of. The accused woman 
was seriously ill in April of 1926, and had 
been in a Dublin nursing home.

Mr. Meeke said that at present he was 
rather baffled by the letters ‘*‘ A.L.A.H.” 
after Mr. A. L. McDermott’s name. As re- 
gards the title ‘“‘surgeon dentist,’ he was 
not on the dentists’ register in any capacity. 

“A MYTH." 

As regards Mr. Paterson: on the 20th May, 
Mr. Paterson, who was a highly respected 
old chemist, got a letter from Mr. McDermott 
asking him to call. Mr. Paterson called, and 
Mr. McDermott made the astounding proposi- 
tion to him that he should act as cover in 
the same way as Mr. Hinchy, coming in now 
and again, and he would pay him ten shillings 
a week. 

This old gentleman was absolutely aghast, 
He went away and immediately wrote this 
letter, dated 20th May :—‘‘ Dear Mr. McDer- 
mott—On looking ‘over the calendar of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, I think it would he 
necessary for the pharmaceutical chemist to 
devote his whole time to the business, which 
I am not prepared to do. So at present, there- 
fore, I must deciine your kind offer.

machinery and electrical aid, he said that a 


number of farms could feed, clean, and milk 
150 cows with three men. It was also used 
on the par farm to eliminate rickets. 
Electric light (allowing ten hours sleep each 
night) in the poultry house meant ten to 
fifteen per cent more eggs in winter time, 
when they fetched a higher price. 

He went on to point out that it would 
pay any farm to instal a small electric set. 
and if over 150 acres, it would be most 
profitable to put in a generating set that 
would also supply power. An electric 
milker, he said, was a paying proposition 
when the herd exceeded twelve, and with 
proper care and attention, much time and 
labour was saved, and cleaner milk obtained. 
One unit of electricity, he said, would 
separate 300 gallons of milk. The electric 
motor on a separator could also be used for 
driving the butter churn. Where the cost 
of electricity was threepence per unit, 180ib. 
of butter could be churned for threepence. 

There were over 200 electric ploughs in use 
in Europe, but only one was in use on a 
farm in England. These ploughed up to 30 
acres daily. In connection with ‘sugar beet 
cultivation, electric ploughs for small farmers 
were not yet a commercial proposition, but 
he had seen some in use in parts of Europe. 

SOUND BUSINESS. 

Dr. Ekstrom (Stockholm) said that elec- 
tricity for lighting, and for the more im- 
portant farm operaions, was economically 
sound buisness. It involved indirect gains 
on which it was possible to place a woney 
value. These conclusions were founded on 
an extensive experience of a large iaumber 
of farms in Sweden, where, he said, more than 
40 per cent. of the cows were milked by 
machinery. Fully. 20 per cent. of these 
machines are used by owners of Jess than 
twelve cows. 

On a farm of 75 acres,-Dr. Ekstrom said 
that the total direct financial gain resulting 
from the use of electric power for lighting, 
pumping, chaff cutting, grinding, separating, 
oe corn crushing, and threshing would 
be The first cost cf electrical equip- 
ment on such a farm was £145, while the 
annual cost for the farmer, exclusive of the 
cost of the consumed electric energy, was 
£35. 

LICENSING OF BULLS. 

In conversation with Mr. Britten, secretart 
of the Hereford Cattle Society, I learnt 
that quite a strong body of opinion favours

LONGFORD FARMERS PREFER

Speaking at a meeting of the County Long- 
ford Farmers’ Executive, Mr. Thomas Carter, 
ex-T.D., Co-C., said he deprecated the action 
of the Farmers’ Governing Body in allowing 
three representatives to go forward for the 
constituency of Longford-Westmeath. They 
managed to secure the election of one (Mr, 
Hugh Garahan) by organisation. If there 
were three men put forward on the Labour 
ticket for the same constituency as Mr. John- 
son, the great Labour leader, Mr. Johnson 
would say to one of the three:—‘‘I won't 
accept you to carry the Labour banner.”’ But 
for the crisis in the Farmers’ ranks on the eve 
of the election, caused by the resignation of 
the General Secretary, they would have done 
better than go to the country with 14 repre- 
sentatives and come back with only eleven. 

Referring to “this talk about a republic,”’ 
Mr. Carter said that the Irish people need 
never expect one. ‘I would ask any man 
who talks about a republic,’’ said Mr. Carter. 
“what would be done with all our produce if 
we had one.” England would refuse to take 
it, and buy from her Dominions instead. 
What could they do then? It was all very 
well for Mr. de Valera to,talk of getting a 
market in America. That was quite another 
matter. America was a country well able to 
take care of itself.’ By the freedom now en- 
joyed they were as well off as if they had a 
republic, he said, without the disadvantage 
of England refusing to take their produce.

years’ experience of Army development on 
normal lines. 

Those three years have seen a marked in- 
crease in the efficiency of the Army, and a 
steady decrease in expenditure on the Forces. 
The decrease in Army expenditure is clearly 
shown in the appropriation accounts pub- 
lished, and is refiected in the estimates now 
presented to the House. The estimated ex- 


penditure for the year 1 was 
£3,053,117. The estimated expenditure for 
The esti- 


the year 1926-27 was £2.483,785. 
mated expenditure for the year 1927-28 is 
£2,183,767—that is to say, that in two years 
a total reduction of £870,000 has been made 
in the estimated cost of Army expenditure. 

The figures for actual expenditure for the 
years 1985.26 and 1926-27 are less by a con- 
siderable sum than the estimated figures. I 
see no reason to doubt but that in the 
present year it will be possible also to effect 
a saving. 

The decrease is, in the main, accounted 
for by a decrease in strength. The reduc- 
tion since 1925-26 has been approximately 
4,500. But other factors have also con- 
tributed to the decreased expenditure. Some 
of these factors are the increase in adminis- 
trative knowledge in the Army itself; the 
adoption of a tua of store and supply 
accounting, which rigidly controls the issues 
of stores, provisions, etc., and an intensive 
development of the system of contract pur- 
chase under competitive tender. 


THE RESERVE. 

An important feature of the recent develop- 
ment of the organisation of the Army has 
been the creation of the Reserve. Provision 
was made for the cost of the Reserve in 
the last financial year, but the difficulties 
associated with its formation were such that 
it is only recently that it was found possible 
to complete and promulgate the regulations 
governing it. The formation of the Reserve 
will involve a further reduction in the effec-

It is the view of the Executive Council 
that it is essential for the’safety of the State 
that thére should exist an organisation for 
its defence capable of preventing intérnal dis- 
turbance or disorder, and af defending Irish 
territory frem violation by any enemy. 
It will always be necessary to maintain a 
nucleus of sufficient strength and training to 
form the basis for a rapid and efficient ex- 
pansion in time of need to the maximum 
strength of the country’s man power. 
GOVERNMENT'S AIM. 
In peace time the average citizen is in- 
clined to regard war as a very unlikely con- 
tingency, and is, acc§dingly, liable to over- 
lcok the nevessity for defence preparations. 
Experience shows, however, that it is too late 
to sharpen\ one’s sword when the drum 
heats to battle. Our aim 1s to maintain the 
necessary nucleus at the lowest possible cost 
consistent with efficiency, and for this purpose 
we aim at/training all ranks of the standing 
forces in duties of a more advanced nature 
than those which are ordinarily assigned to 
each rank, so that if the necessity should, 
unfortunately, arise there will be avatiable 
sufficient ofticer and non-commissioned officer 
material within the standing army and in the 
reserve to enable whatever additional ferces 
may be required to be called upon to be 
trained and put in the field with the minumwn 
of delav. 
The details of the estimates which sre be- 
fore you have been exhaustively examined and 
analysed both in the Department of Defence, 
whir n is the department primarily responsible, 
and in the Department of Finance, and every 
care has been exercised to ensure the utmost 
economy. I shall he prepared to deal with

Mr. T. Johnson (Labour, Co. Dublin) said 
that pending the introduction of promised 
legislation ta connection with the Army. he 
proposed to’ refrain from any discussion of 
pohcy, but he wanted to make it clear tl-at 
the absence of discussion must not te taken 
as acquiescence in the policy outlined by the 
President. i 
TRAINING OF OFFICERS ABROAD. 
Mr: D. O'Gorman (Farmers, East Cork) 
moved an amendment that the vote be re- 
duced by £1,000. The first item to which he 
would like to call attention, he said, was 
that for £4,460, the amount expended «n the 
training oí officers abroad. He thought that 
that expenditure was not only unnecessary 
but unjustifiable. The next item that he 
took exception to was the sub-head £145,600 
for maried allowances. That amount seemed 
to be very exorbitant in an army that was 
less than 12,000 strong. Contrasted with that, 
amount the sum of £59,000 for “war stores’’ 
was ridiculous. 
In the sub-head for medical services he 
found that for thie Army of 12,000—all young 
fellows,-thete were 62 medical officers 
namely; one colonel, two majors, seven com- 
mandants, 26 captains, and 26 lieutenants; 
that worked out at 194 men for each medical 
officer. In three towns with populations of 
12,000 in his constituency, including the old, 


housed, they had only twelve medical officers, 
and they were not over-burdened with prac- 
tice. A medical officer of wide world expe- 
rience had told him that at present in Eng- 
land one doctor was able.to deal with three 
thousand panel patients, which he considered 
rather too much. His informant had at one 
time been medical officer on board ship, and 
fovnd that with over 2,000 passengers he was 
never overworked. In view of these facts no 
one could seriously maintain that it was not 
absurd to keep such a medical staff 
He had noticed since he came to that 
House that every request for economy was 
met by a stone-wall attitude by the Ministers. 
The reply ‘always was either that they could 
not or they would not, and he could almost 
anticipate the reply to the amendment. The 
Minister would tell them that it was true 
economy that for every 195 men they wanted 
a medical officer, that they wanted the men 
to be super-efficient. 


COUNTRY’S CREDIT. 

He did not agree with the statement by 
the President the previous day that the finan- 
cial position of the country was sound. The 
present expenditure could not be maintained, 
and a reduction of many millions would be 
necessaty. At this moment the Free State 
was, beyond doubt, having regard to its capa- 
city, the most highly taxed country in the 
whole world. 

Mr. T. J. Murphy (Labour; West Cork) 
said that he was surprised at the modesty of 
Deputy O’Gorman’s amendment in view of 
the millions which he had told them before 
the election could be saved. He (Mr. Murphy) 
did not agree that huge sums should be 
spent on an Army, but there should be due 
regard to the needs of the sityation and to 
the necessity for efficiency. If there were a 
great reduction in the strength of the Army 
men would be thrown out of employment. 

Mr. P. F. Baxter (Farmers, Cavan) said 
that it had been the policy of the Farmers’ 
Party to urge. economy within that House and 
outside of Last year they moved fot a 
reduction of over one million pounds in the 
vote, ahd were told that a reduction was not 
possible.

EXCESSIVE. 

Major Bryan Cooper (Independent, County 
Dublin) said that an efficient Army should 
be maintained. As to the medical service, 
that, too, had been reduced. In 1924 there 
were 105 medical officers, and the cost was 
£61,780. in the following year the number 
was reduced to 85, and the cost to £45,884. 
This year the number would be reduced to 
68, and the cost to £28,685. The Army 
Medical Service includes dentists, hospital 
doctors, as well as men to iook after the 
health of men on service. 
The cost of the Army Medical Service was 
excessive. Last year, when he moved a re- 


not receive the support of a single member o 
the Farmers’ Party, nor of Mr, Redmond;

Mr. J. White (Farmers, Donegal) said that

Mr. G. C. Bennett (Government, Limerick) 
said that, if the Farmers had not the courage 
to put forward a reasonable reduction, which 
they could stand behind and argue, they 
could not expect new deputies to vote for 
their proposals. 


WHERE IS THE ENEMY? 

Mr. Lynch (Labour, Galway) said that 
Deputy O'Gorman was within his rights in 
moving the reduction he did in order to give 
the House an opportunity of expressing its 
opinion. He questioned tha necessity for the 
Army. 

‘ Whom are we going to fight’’”’ he asked. 
“ H a well-equipped army from a European 
country came here, they would not be able to 
deiend the country. Our present Army could 
not keep out an army of fleas. If we have 
the money to spend, let us use it in building 
up the nation, and not in providing a machine 
whose logical use is the destruction of human 
hfe. The function of this Government is to 
preserve life and not to destroy it.” 

President Cosgrave—We have certain re- 
sponsibilities in this State, and we are going 
to maintain them. We ara maintaining the 
preservation of haman life by this means, and 
we are going to continue to do it. One would 
think that were it not for criticisms that no 
economies could be taken. A few years ago 
the estimate was £4,000,000, and only 
£5,000,000 was spent. Yet on,that estimate 
there was less criticism than on any other. 
They were able to review the present 
estimate, he said, in view of the improved 
social conditions in the country and the extra- 
ordinary return to peace, and the fact that 
peace conditions were being more and more 
stabilised every year. 
The main policy was to make this Army 
capable of expansion at the minimum of cost 
and with the maximum of efficiency. They 
were not looking for trouble, but they did 
say that the State and the territory 
of the State were going to be de- 
fended by the Army, and it would render a 
good account of itself if the territory of the 
State were menaced by people outside. 
“There are,” he declared, “ men of courage 
in this country who are satisfied that this 
Army will defend this State 
Mr. Lynch—And this Empire. 
President Cosgrave—I said this country— 
this State, our State, and any commitments 
and obligations we have undertaken in our 
capacity as a State. 
Mr. Lynch—You will get enough of that. 
President Cosgrave—We do not want any 
of these cheap jibes. We have pledged our 
honour and made our bargain, and we are 
going to keep it. I have said that outside on 
the hustings, and 1 am prepared to state that 
before any assembly in any part of the 
country. 

SCHOOL OF INSTRUCTION. 
Referring to the Army School of Instruc- 
tion, President Cosgrave said that it was 
necessary to train young officers, who would 
be recruited from time to time. The Army 
School of Music had been in existence only a 
few years. And as the men became more 
proficient they received. profieiengy pay. In 
other armies the cost of army bands was 
often borne by the officers, but in those 
armies the officers were usually drawn from 
people more fortunate in the possession of 
the world’s goods than the officers in the 
Free State, and the cost in regard to the 
bands here fell upon the State. He thought 
tha, the country got excellent service for the 
money spent on the Army School of Music. 
(Hear, hear.) | 
Mr. Baxter asked how the expenditure, so 
far, this financial year compared with the 
estimated figure. 

Presideut Cosgrave said that if the ex- 
penditure continued en the same lines, it 
would represent a saving of £100,000 at the

MUNITIONS. 
Mr. T. Johnson (Labour, County Dublin)

warlike stores. There had been £195,000 
voted for this ch..cge in 1925-26, and £42,000 
last year, and they, should not be expected to 
spend more this year than last year.

One thing that he would like to refer to 
was the Cork Fish Market. About a year 
ago the Cork City Commissioner fitted out 
a portion of the Hay Market as a Fish 
Market. - The Dublin Trawling Co., at the 
request of the Fisheries Department, agreed to 
send a trawler weekly to Cork with fish. 
Salesmen went down to auction the fish. 
Weekly landings were made in March, and the 
competition for the fish yielded. satisfactory 
prices. 

Unfortunately, a Press campaign started 
wabout “ profiteering’’ by the fish trade in 
Cork. He had had no sympathy with 
“ profiteering,’’ but he realised that in deal. 
ing with a perishable commodity like fish, 
retailers were entitled to some extra profit in 
order to cover their loss on goods that became 
unsaleable. ; As a result of the campaign, 
there seemed to develop among the Cork fish- 
mongers a boycott of the Fish Market, and it 
became necessary to stop the steamers from 
calling there. 

A REJECTED OFFER. 

In order to induce the trawlers to resume 
landing fish in Cork, and in the belief that 
there would be a change of mind on the part 
of the fishmongers, he offered to indemnify 
them up to a limited sum against any pos- 
sible loss that they might incur in distribut- 
mg the fish to other towns in the South. 
Unfortunately, the company did not see their 
way to accept that offer. 

He, however, did not think that the pro- 
ject should be allowed to drop. 

“We need,” he said, “to develop our home 
market, and it is rather a slur on a maritime 
country like ours that we imported 85,000 
cwts. of fresh meat last year.”’ 

He was exploring other avenues with the 
object of re-opening the Cork fish market, 
and if he did not succeed they must, he 
feared, look to foreigners to make a beginuing 
there. When the project was first mooted 
there was a proposition put up to the Minis- 
iry by séú a compames that were prepared 
to start a market and to develop -he inland 
fish trade in the South of héad 
Mr. Doherty (East Donegal) said that he 
could bear testimony to the progress that 
the Department had made in administering 
the Fishery Act. He had to say, nevertheless, 
that the condition of deep-sea fishing was 
highly unsatisfactory. 

he deputy recalled the terms of an ex- 
bhail scheme which was propounded ny 
a committee of deputies representing consti- 
tuenucies of the west, the north-west, and 
south-west coast, which had been presented 
to the Minister in May, 1925. They would 
urge that at least the most important sugges- 
tions should be adopted by the Munistry. 
These included the chartering of six or eight 
modern steam trawlers for six months, with 
a skipper and engineer for each. Fishermen 
of the different fishing centres should be em- 
gloyed to man the vessels, so that they might 
have an opportunity of iearning the system 
of trawling, and, where feasible, of long- 
ine fishi The vessels should sail from 
Burtonport, Kuilybegs, Westport and Galway, 
where there are rauway facilities for trans- 
ort. 
The remuneration of the fishermen should 
include all the proceeds of the sale of the 
fish, after deducting all other charges, and 
arrangements should be made with all local 
towns that are served by the railways for 
the delivery of such quantities of fish as they 
might require at the wholesale price obtair 
able for fish, plus the cost of carriage, the 
remainder of the catch to be disposed of in the 
best market available. 
RECASTING OF LOANS. 

Mr. D. McMenamin (National League, 
Donegal), asked what had the Minister ae 
to carry out the urgent recommendations of 
the Fishery Conference; and also what -had 
been done to redeem the promise held out 
by the Minister on the eve of the sitting of 
the Fishery Conference when he spoke of 
certain arrangements for recasting of loans. 
Mr. T. J. O’Donovan (Farmers, West 
Cork), said that he did not agree that there 
had been any improvement in the deep sea 
fisheries. He felt that they were only 
on the fringe of the development of those 
fisheries, and he was hopeful that by judi- 
cious administration a great improvement 
could be made. It was essential that their 
young gir's on the Southern coast line should 
be taught to clean and grade the fish taken 
along the shores. 

Mr. 1. J. Murphy (Labour, West Cork), 
sail that the protection given to their 
fisheries was wholly inadequate, and that 
the fines imposed on poachers were ridiculous. 
Dr. V. White (Government, Waterford), 
said that, everything considered, the Minis- 
ter had done well. He spoke of the good 
work done in his constituency at Dunmore 
and Helvick Head. The year was the best 
year within living memory for salmon fish- 
ing in Waterford Harbour and the county 
generally. He suggested that the close 
season was the proper time during which 
Gardai and bailiffs should double their efforts 
to detect poachers. He suggested also that 
the shell fish industry be developed, and that 
lobster hatcheries should be set up with 
that object in view. 

POACHERS. 

Mr. Jasper Wolfe (Independent, West 
Jork), said that they were discussing the 
break-down of a great Department of the 
State. He asked how many thousands of 
povnds had been imposed in mn on foreign 
trevlers; how much had been collected, and 
what steps had been taken to recover these 
asserted that the Minister 
failed to get that money, and 
all the time foreign trawlers were 
robbing the gold mine that lay around 
their coasts. He inquired what had been 
done to give the Civic Guard the powers 
of sea fishery officers. Their fishing laws bad 
bee. brought into a state of chaos and the 
poor fishermen to a state of penury. 

He alleged, that during the general election 
the execution of decrees against fishermen 
was suspended, and that now, after the elec- 
tion, the stay on these decrees had been 
called off, 

The Minister said that he denied that state- 
ment, and challenged Deputy Wolfe to pro- 
duce proof o: it. 

Mr. Wolfe said that he would send the 
Min:ster copies of the letters which he had 
in h's office. 

Mr, Falvey (Farmers, Clare) spoke of the 
conditions on the coast of Clare, where there 
were no facilities for the fishermen. He spoke 
of the need of the education of the youn 
men for the fishing industry. He also poin 
out the low condition to which the Bally- 
vaughan oyster beds had bean reduced, and 
suggested that the Ministry should pay some 
attention to them.

PATROL BOATS NEEDED. 

Mr. R. Corish (Labour, Wexford) said that 
south of Arklow all the sea coast of Wex- 
ford was being neglected—perhaps uncon- 
sciously—by the Ministry of Fisheries. Only 
last week the attention of the Minister was 
drawn to the fact that fourteen trawlers were 
inside the limit in is area, The 
Minister had done everything in his 
power to deal with the poaching, 
was handicapped by the fact that 
he had not been given enough money to 
provide another patrol boat. 

He also failed to understand why Wexford 
was not provided with a curing station, 
although representations had beeu repeatedly 
made to the Ministry. 

Mr. Gorey (Government—Carlow-Kilkenny) 
urged that something should be done to im- 
prove the distribution of fish in inland towns 
and villages. Small one-ton lorries could be 
utilised to bring herrings to these places, and 
eye the creameries or certain shops could 
e got to co-operate in the distribution. 

He also asked for information as to the 
method of the distribution of fry, and said 
that every river should get its due share. 
The Civic Guard should be utilised for the 
protection of the inland fisheries, as he 
believed that they would be more usefal in 
that respect than the persons employed by 
the Fishery Conservators. 

Mr. James White (Farmer—Donegal) said 
that in his experience things were never in 
@ worse position than at present on the 
Donegal coast. Poaching trawlers were there 
day and night, and the inshore and hand-line 
men never got a chance. They had the piers 
and the ships, they had the ya and they 
had hardy, courageous fishermen; but they 
had no fish. What was wanted was a second 
or third patrol boat, to keep off the trawlers 
from the North of England. 

Mr. R. Anthony (Labour—Cork City) said 
that he regretted that the estimate showed a 
decrease of £2,500 in the amount granted to 


the Boards of Conservators of Inland 
Fisheries, Fisheries Associations and 
Hatcheries. He also asked if the Minister 


could hold out any hope of financial en- 
couragement for local efforts to stock rivers. 
He suggested that the Minister should con- 
sider the idea of a State Hatchery, 

Progress was reported and the House 
adjourned until noon to-day.

Whether the Minister is prepared to fur- 
nish to the Dail, from information in the 
hands of the Revenue Commissioners or other- 
wise, summarised figures showing (a) the 
amounts of dividend warrants cashed in the 
Irish Free State banks from time to time 
during the past four years, and (b) how far 
the net profits or income of corporations, 
companies, firms, traders, professional men, 
farmers, etc., have varied from time to time 
during the same period, and how far, if at all, 
a shortage of such net profits or income has 
necessitated the expenditure of capital by way 
of a recourse to reserve funds or other sav- 
ings? 

Whether it is intended that the projected 
new National Loan shall be made repayable 
to the lenders and re-inbursable as to current 
interest in (a) the proposed new Irish Free 
State currency or (b) in gold, or (c) in ster-

of depression, and had vowed once or twice 
wh@ in such a mood that she would do away 
with her child, and then no one would be able 
to point a finger at him. 

o the Coroner—Her sister was under the 
impression that she was suffering from cancer 
in the throat, and thought that this would 
bring about her death, and for that reason 
made these threats regarding her child. In 
reality the complaint was catarrh, as she had 
been told by the doctor, but was firmly con- 
vinced, nevertheless, that it was cancer. 

Dr. Robert Henry, Comber, believed that 
the child died from strychnine poisoning, and 
the Coroner adjourned the inquest to enable a 
post-mortem examination to be made.

William Blake. 


Yesterday a mural tablet to the memory 
of William Blake was unveiled in Saint 
Paul’s Cathedral. Blake died on August 
12th, 1827, “ composing and uttering songs 
to his Maker” and saying: “ My beloved, 
_they are not mine. No! they are not 
mine.” Esteem for the artist, the poet 
and the mystic has grown steadily, and 
he that died unrecognised a hundred years 
ago, and whose very grave in Bunhill 
Fields, London, has been lost, now is re- 
garded as the very voice of England when 
the age of the machine was beginning. _ Only 
during the past two years have Blake’s 
pictures been collected and made public, 
and only in our own days has his poetry 
attained something of a vopular vogue and 
found publication in complete form. His 
mysticism, too, has found its exponents 
only in these latter years; but we may 
be allowed the suspicion that Blake him- 
self would be surprised were he confronted 
with the queer creeds that his interpreters 
have discovered in his pages. Efforts have 
been made by Blake’s many Irish disciples 
to provide him with an Irish pedigree, 
and it has been suggested that his father 
was an O'Neill who took his wife’s name. 
These efforts, however, appear to have but 
the flimsiest justification. The imagery in 
Blake's powerful engravings, his vigorous, 
Saxon di¢tion, and the cast of his thought 
were as typically English as the writings 
of John Bunyan. He saw Bunyan’s 
delectable hills as “ England’s mountains 
green,” and saw them threatened by the 
smoke of the industrial revolution. In 
him the voice that spoke of pilgrimage to 
the Celestial City spoke again of the 
building of Jerusalem in England’s green 
and pleasant land.

Electricity on the: Farm. 


Some interesting facts relating to the 
use of electricity on the farm were given 
the British 
Electro-Farming Conference at Newport, 
Monmouthshire. Mr. Beauchamp, who 
presided, admitted that electric power did 
not provide an agricultural panacea; but 


at yesterday’s meeting of 


he urged the farming classes to acquaint 
themselves more fully with the advantages 


‘of electric installations, and the engineers 


to display a greater interest in the mani- 
fold problems of the farm. In the closer 
co-operation of farmers and electrical 
engineers, he said; lay at least a partial 
solution of the difficulties with which the 
path of British agriculture was beset. Mr. 
Borlase Mathews gave several examples of 
the uses to whiclfelectricity may be turned 
by the ordinary farmer. Groups of farmers 
had found that n® fewer than 150 cows 
could be fed, cleaned, and milked with the 
aid of only three men. A single unit of 
electricity was ‘sufficient to provide power 
for the separation of 300 gallons of milk, 
and at a cost of threepence per unit sixty 
pounds of butter could be churned for one 
penny. This evidence was corroborated by 
Dr. Ekstrom, of Stockholm, who declared 
that more than thirty per cent. of the 
cows in Sweden were milked by machinery 
driven by electric current. Electricity 
algo is used extensively on poultry farms, 
resulting, according to Mr. Mathews, in 
an increase of between ten and fifteen 
per cent. in winter egg production. . 

Largely in consequence of her lack of 
cheap electric power, Britain is far behind 
some of the Continental countries in the 
use of electricity on the farm. Out of 200 
electric ploughs in Europe, Britain has 
only one, which ploughs an average of 
thirty acres per day. Dr. Ekstrom told the 
Conference yesterday that in Sweden ex- 
perts had reckoned that the direct financial 
gain from an electric installation on a 
farm of 75 acres was £34 per annum on a 
capital cost of £145 and an annual upkeep 
charge of £33. This profit does not seem 
to be much on paper, but the indirect 
results of electricity on the farm are in- 
calculable. It cheapens production, lowers 
the cost of labour, improves the quality 
of larm produce, and generally raises the 
whole standard of the agricultural indus- 
try.

DEATH OF MR. BARTRAM 
HILES. 

An armless artist who painted with his 
mouth, and whose works were to be ‘seen at 
the Royal Academy, the Rvyal Institute of 
Painters in Water Colours, and other exhibi- 
tions—such was Mr. Bartram Hailes, whose 
death at the age of 55 was announced at 
Clifton, Bristol, yesterday. His real name 
was Frederick John Hiles. Losing both arms 
as the result of a street accident when a bay 
in Bristol, he learnt to write and draw with 
a pencil. Then he turned his attention to 
brush work. At the age of sixteen he was 
much encouraged when the Bristol Academy 
of Fine Arts accepted one of his drawings, 
and it soon sold. He then won a National 
Art Scholarship worth one hundred guineas 
and two years’ training at South Kensington. 

His later productions attracted widespread 
attention and sold.readily. Queen Victoria 
and Queen Alexandra bought examples of his 
work, and many, collectors and connoisseurs 
possess examples of his drawings. 

Mr. Hiles was represented at all the lead- 
ing exhibitions, the first occasion being at the 
Royal Society of British Artists in 1893. At 
the Royal Institute of Painters in Water 
Colours he exhibited for several years. At 
the Royal Academy he was represefited in 
1908, 1909 and 1912, with landscapes measur- 
ng five feet by three feet six inches.

heats strong amid the Hills’’ sold for £100 a 
fortnight after the opening of the exhibition.

Parliamentary Opposition. 


The possibility of a determined opposi- 
tion to the adoption of the revised Prayer 
Book in the House of Commons cannot he 
overlooked, but the Evangelicals have 
made no move yet towards organisation, 
though it is said that Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks will lead a movement for its rejec- 
tion. It is seldom, however, that a 
measure emanating from the National 
Assembly is rejected ; for out of seventeen 
such measures only two—the Shrewsbury 
Bishopric Bill and the City of London 
Churches Bill—have been refused. There 
was talk in Evangelical circles. to-day that 
the vote at.the Church Assembly yesterday

Church Discipline.

them. With regard to riding six feet 
from the curb, it is thought that the 
cyclist ought to be much closer. An official 
of the Automebile, Association ‘remarked 
on the subject that nobody objected to 
two cyclists riding abreast, but on country 
roads three, four, and even five could be 
found abreast. quite ignorant of the rules 
of the road.

the North and North-East were the Picts. 
They were separated by the mountain 
ridge, Drum-Aiban, from the Irish settle- 
ment of the Dalriada in what now is 
Argyllshire. In what now are called the 
Lowlands were the Britons of Strath- 
clyde, and the Angles were to the East, 
occupying Bernicia—now the Lothians. 
Of these four peoples only the Angles 
remained pagan in the sixth century, and 
it is erroneous, Dr. Simpson says, to 
credit St. Columba with the evangelisa- 
tion of any others. The Irish Dalriads, 
called the Scot:!, were hated as intruders, 
and a conflict among themselves had 
weakened them and endangered their hold 
on Western Scotland. 

At this stage Columba appeared. He 
had been exiled from his native country 
on account of his turbulence, culminating 
in the calamitous battle between the U1 
Néill and King Diarmuid mac Cearbhaill. 
This fiery cleric, in Dr. Simpson’s view, 
threw himself immediately into colonia! 
politics. His vigorous personality and his 


rare gifts enabled him to consolidate the ! 


demoralised Dalriads. He gave them a 
new king by consecrating his nominee, 
Aidan—‘‘the earliest record of a royal 
consecration in British history.” With 
the sword and with the aid of Columba’s 
prestige Aidan enforced his sovereignty. 
He proved a capable ruler, and carried on 
a systematic policy of aggression against 
the Picts. Such was the beginning of 
that Gaelic ascendancy which ultimately 
stamped the name of the Scots of 
Dalriada upon the whole country of 
Alba. 

Dr. Simpson contends that the name 
of Columba became magnified as the 
fortunes of his race advanced. In 844 
Kenneth MacAlpin, King of the Dalriads, 
assumed the combined throne of Dalriada 
and Pictland, and he proceeded to carry 
out a reform of the Church throughout 
the country which amounted, in effect, to 
the extension of. a Scotic clergy to the 
whole land. The Scotic clergy naturally 
fostered the Columban tradition in the 
new territories, as well as in their 
original Dalriada—hence the uprise of 
the legend of Columba as the evangelist 


of al] Scotland. | 
* ” * + x 


Such is Dr. Simpson’s theory. He 
supports it chiefly by archsological 


evidence. Nearly eighty photographs and 
drawings of sculptured stones and frag- 
ments of architecture are reproduced, and 
Dr. Simpson asks us to observe that those 
which date from before the days of 
Kenneth, and belong to Pictland, show a 
fundamental difference from those which 
belong to Gaelic Dalriada. The Pictish 
cross, for instance, is bare, unlike the 
typically Irish cross of Dalriada, on 
Which the figure of Christ appears, on the 
one side crucified and on the other in 
glory. We are asked, therefore, to discern 
traces of a wholly different ecclesiastical 
culture. Dr. Simpson goes on to examine 
storics in the official lives of Columba, 
like that of Drostan’s mission, and that 
other of”~ St. Moluag’s dispute with 
Columba, contending that these are vague 
memories, or else distortions, of the doings 
of Columba’s rivals and of his high- 
handed methods of thrusting the Picts into 
the background. 

In making his case Dr. Simpson has 
stressed, perhaps unduly, the quarrelsome- 
ness of the great Irish saint; but even 
this advocatus diaboli recognises in him 
“‘one of the greatest and, with all his 
faults, one of the grandest figures in 
the early history of our noble Northern 
land.” He: speaks of the ‘‘ volcanic "' 
energy of the saint, and, in effect, his 
Picture shows the same clear lineaments as 
the traditional portrait of him who said 
of himself that his throne in Heaven 
would be of glass because his virtue was 
bright and brittle.

THE “ TWELFTH ** DEMONSTRATIONS 


In a few days the ‘‘ Twelfth ” will be 
upon us, and the arrangements have been 
virtually completed for this year’s Orange 
demonstrations. The Belfast procession 
is expected to prove a record event, as 
the brethren from Derry’s walls are com- 
ing for the first time in the history of the 
Order to swell its numbers. Throughout 
the whole of the province the beating of 
the drum is heard accompanying the 
shrill music of the fife, but this instru- 
ment of torture is falling into disfavour, 
its place being taken by really first-rate 
bands of all descriptions, with the usual 
tympani. The musical youths of the city 
have introduced novel combinations, and 
now it is not unusual to see concertina, 
melodeon and even mouth-organ bands 
parading the streets with all the assurance 
and dignity of regimental musicians. 
They have the charm of harmony, and 
are infinitely better than the deafening 
arrangement of a trio of big drums, with 
a solitary piper marching in front, but 
their disadvantage is that they lack the 
terror-inspiring effect of the drumming. 

Every day new banners are being un- 
furled, and it is noteworthy that these 
picturesque emblems of the Order are ex- 
pensive and handsomely finished, every 
lodge taking a pride in possessing the 
best that their means will allow. “Yet, 
with all these signs of the approaching 
celebrations, there is no appearance of 
bitterness. It would seem as if the 
religious element—not the old bigoted 
kind—was becoming more pronounced in 
the Institution, and the many’ memorial 
Services which were held last Sunday 
were models of propriety. The leaders 
themselves say that the tone of the mem- 


parade, their well-dressed appearance and 
sober demeanour. Another significant 
fact is that the lavish decoration of the 
streets has been greatly modified, and 
thoroughfares which a few years ago were 
beflagged and spanned with banifers are 
now almost barren of such symbols.

MENACE OF COMMUNISM. 


The menace of Communism was dis- 
cussed at a meeting of Whitehead Union- 
ists last night, the principal speakers 
being Mr. Lloyd Campbell, M.P., and 
Mr. John .F. Gordon, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Labour. The 
teaching of the evil slogans of the destruc- 
tion of capital and the suppression of 
individualism was condemned, as being the 
cause of many disasters which had over- 
taken the country. Mr. Gordon has made 
a special study of this subject, and, 
although he is sometimes too prone te 
praise the Government, his arguments on 
this sparticular subject carry conviction. 
Mr. Campbell, who has studied industria] 
conditions in America at first-hand, 
believes that the salvation of trade and 
commerce lies in the friendly co-operation 
between masters and men, and that in 
that way only can Capital and Labour 
prosper in the changed conditions brought 
about by foreign competition. Fortunately, 
in Belfast these happy relationships exist 
to a large extent, and labour disputes are 
generally settled by the intervention of 
parliamentary or civic leaders. In this 
respect both the Minister of Labour and 
the Lord Mayor have been eminently 
successful. The soil of Ulster is not con- 
genial to the growth of Socialism, and 
its leaders were well trounced throuch 
the polls at the last elections here. Hare- 
brained projects do not appeal to the 
practical minds of the North. 


THE RATEPAYERS’ LAMENT. 


Complaints are being made in many 
quarters that the burden of taxation in 
Northern Ireland is becoming unbearable. 
At the quarterly meeting of the Bally- 
mena Rural Council a couple of days ago 
one member requested that all new works 
be allowed to lie in abeyance, as there 
was a danger of running the ratepayers 
into bankruptcy. For the sake of 
economy, he argued that these under- 
takings should not be proceeded with, even 
although they might be necessary, and by 
thus helping themselves they would show 
those in authority that they were in 
earnest. Similar complaints were made 
at the Coleraine Council on the same day, 
and it was stated that the expenditure on 
roads was at present £731 over their limit, 
although only half of the year had gone. 
The ratepayers are continually crying out 
against extravagance, or even legitimate 
expenditure, as they find it difficult to pay 
money out of depleted pockets. Several 
proposals requiring large sums were either 
withdrawn or rejected at the Coleraine 
meeting, but the County Surveyor’s list 
was passed, while provision was made for 
a new road in the Grove district of 


Garvagh. 
A MUSICAL INTERLUDE. 


A curious case is reported from 
Dromore, County Tyrone, where two 
brothers were charged yesterday at the 
local police court witb maliciously cutting 
the hair of horses’ tails. The owner of 
the animals naturally resented this pro- 
ceeding, as he was unable to sell the horses 
owing to the disfigurement, even although 
no pain had been inflicted. It was stated 
for the defendants that it was merely a 
foolish escapade by a couple of irrespon- 
sible young men, the excuse being that 
one of them wanted some hair for his 
fiddle-bow! There did not seem to be 
much horse sense in their action, and so 
they were bound over to keep the peace 
for two years or go to jail for two months ; 
but the magistrate did not say whether 
the observance of the sentence included 
performances on the fiddle as well as in 
the usual direction. It is suggested that 
the horses said "' neigh ” when approached 
to give a contribution towards the cause 
of music.

£1,240 and deposited £1,500 in the Munster 
and Leinster Bank at Hospital. It was clear, 
it was stated, that the £1,500 consisted, in 
part, of the purchase money of the farm, 
which amounted to £1,240, the. remaining 
being mqpey which the. testator had, 
independently of the farm. 
Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C. (instructed by 


| Mr. Roger Fox), on behalf of Joseph Davern, 


the defendant and residuary legatee, con- 
tended that the will should be construed as if 
it had been made immediately prior to the 
death of the testator, and that as the testator 
had no lands at Mitchelstowndown on that 
date, upon which the will could operate, 
there was a revocation of the devise to Mrs. 
English and the three priests at Hospital. 
He further contended that as the testator 
had mixed up the purchase money of the 
Mitchelstowndown lands with other moneys, 
he had appropriated it to his own use; that 
there was no fund out of which these legacies 
could be paid, and that consequently the 
entire moneys went to his client, Joseph 
Davern. 

Mr. MecGuckin (instructed by Mr. H. B. 
O'Hanlon) for the Attorney-General, and 
Mr. Binchy. (instructed by Messrs. Binchy 
and Son), for Mrs. English, contended that 
the gift of the will was not a gift of land, 
but a gift of the proceeds of the sale of the 
land, and as £1,240 of the proceeds of the 
land was part of the £1,500 deposited in the 
bank, it could still be identified, and that the 
property had changed in name and form only, 
ieaving the identity unimpaired. They con- 
tended moreover that the mixing up of the 
purchase money with other moneys only 
amounted to an accretion. 

Mr. Holmes (instructed by Mr. - Moloney) 
appeared for the executor. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the central 
fact in the interpretation of the will was tbat 
what was directly bequeathed were the pro- 
ceeds. Thera was previously a direction to 
sell the land in order to procure these pro- 
ceeds. As a matter of fact, the testator had 
sold the lands himself in his lifetime. There 
was not strictly an ademption, as the testator 
merely gave a direction to sell so as to arrive 
at proceeds, and the proceeds were still in 
existence. There was only an implied devise 
of the land; the real devise was of the 
money. The case of Guilfoyle, which was 
decided by the Master of the Rolls, went on 
similar lines. In his lordship’s opinion the 
roceeds of the sale were there. There might 
Rate been an accretion, but the £1,500 was 
not claimed, so that he had to deal only with 
£1,240. This case did not depend upon the 
line of authorities which decided that there 
was an ademption unless the change in the 
form of investment was a change in name 
only. The question was whether .the -pro- 
ceeds of the sale did or did not exist at the 
date of death. He held that they existed at 
the date of the testator’s death, and that the 
legacies were good. He allowed ail parties 
their costs ‘out of the estate.

BANKRUPTCY COURT. 


A TUAM CASE, | 

In the Bankruptcy Court, the matter ofg 
R. K. Browne, trading as Nilgarrifté and Co. 
at. Tuam, came before Mr. Justice Johnston 
by way of charge by the official yassignees 
and the creditors’ assignees to set aside a 
deed that was executed by the bankrupt (R. 
K. Browne) on the 6th March, 1919, whereby 
he handed over to the trustees of Richard 
Kilgarriffe, a minor, the sum of £2,000, to be 
held in trust for the minor until he reached 
the age of 21 years. The assignees sub- 
mitted that the deed was void as against the 
creditors of R. K. Browne. <A discharge was 
filed by James S. Campbell, merchant, Gal‘ 
way, and the Rev. James Kilgarriffe, C.C., 
of Aughamore, d@ir Ballyhaunis, who are the 
trustees for the minor. In the examination 
of the bankrupt and of Mr. Concannon, 
solicitor, some time ago, it transpired that 
this sum of £2,000 came out of the assets 
of the bankrupt. One of the principal ques- 
tions to be decided at the hearing yesterday 
was whether, at the date of the transfer of 
this sum to the trustees, the estete of the 
bankrupt was soivent. 

When the case was called, it appeared that 
a settlement had been arrived at under which 
the assignees. are to be paid £1,500 of the 
£2,000 conveyed by the deed, together with 
their costs.

A MONAGHAN CASE. 

The matter of William McQuade, a bank- 
tupt, came before the Court, on a charge by 
the Ulster Bank, who are creditors for £719, 
to have it declared that a purchase by the 
bankrupt’s wife of three small farms, which 
were held by her husband in the County 
Monaghan, for the sum of £400, was not a 
bona-fide transaction. The bankrupt, it was 


stated by counsel, had absconded after he 
was adjudicated bankrupt on the 3ist of 
March, 1926. He owed, besides the sum 


mentioned, £79 to a solicitor, £161 to James 
Patton, Glasslough; £161 to John Fields, of 
Castleshane; and to others, emaller sums. 
Mrs. McQuade, in her examination before the 
Court, stated that of the sum of £400, she 
had received £100 each from her son and her 
daughter; £50 from her son John, and that 
she had £150 of her own which she had saved 
during the war. 

An arrangement wae arrived at by which 
£200 is to be paid to the assignees, such 
sum to be a charge on the lands until it is 
paid, the deed to stand, and Mrs. McQuade 
to hold possession of the lands.

COMPENSATION CLAIM APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. COMMISSIONER LYNCH AND 
MR. COMMISSIONER FITZGERALD.) 

Judgment was given in an appeal brought 
by Laurence Fenton from a decision of the 
Circuit Judge dismissing his claim against 
Limerick County Council for £1,000 compen- 
sation for the destruction of his house at 
Duralin, Co. Limerick, and £300 for furniture. 
The Circuit Judge had dismissed his claim on 
the ground that the evidence of malice was 
not sufficient. . On «@ vious appeal the 
case was sent back to the Circuit Judge for 
retrial, and a second time the Circuit Jidge 
held that the applicant had not discharged 
the onus which rested upon him. The care
